Formal Notification Given Secretary of
State Root by Baren Vom Stainberg,

Washington, D, C, Nov, 4.—Baron Von
Steinberg, the German ambassador, eall-
ed on Secretary Root today and noti
fied him that Germany was now ready
to negojinte & new trade treaty with
America. The baron told the secre
tary that a change must be had in the
treaty relations between the two coun-
bries, and that gealizing the dangers of
the tariff war, Germany wax anxious to
effech some agreement with fhe United
States that would insure a continuance
of the good feeling, and aid the indus
trinl development of the two eountries,
Baron Von Steinberg would not go in.
to the details, but jt qla-\'nlulu‘l he could
show he had the hasis for a  treaty
which the Semate would likely ratify

EMPEROR NICHOLAS SIGNS THE MANIFESTO

Wholc Structure of the Autocratic Regime of Rus-
sia Is Falling and the Czar No Longer
Resists the Popular Will.

Tied Up Railroads, Compelled Senate to Resign, Organized Military and Drove
the Russian Gendarmerie Out—Then Sent Deputation to Peterboff Demand-
ing the Convocation of Diet and Ob-literation of the Whole Russiafication
Policy—Situationy Threatening and Government Compellsd to Yield,

8t. Petersburg, Nov, 5--The munifes
to of Ewmparar Nicholas, grunting the
demands of the Finns has been signed
and the dispatched to Helsingfors. It can
vokes the Diet on Deosmber 20th, and
abolishes dictatorship, rescinds Brodrik-
off's illegal enactments and annuls the
manifesdo of 1808, which provides for
common legislation for the empire, and
wll laws since enncted. This power will
now be comferred on the Dist by an el
nborste new system of the representa-
tion based on universal suffrage. The
Ukase provides for the formulation of
laws giving a practical autonomy. The
emperor has accepled the resignation of
the entire Senate and virtually prom-
ised o remove the Governor General,
Prince John Obolensky.
St. Petersburg, Nov. 5, ~This whole
structure of the autocratic regime of

Russia is  falling and Emperor
Nigholan no  longer  resists, A
memorable  week  with  its  ad.

dietion of despotism and the birth of
a new and popular regime amid great
scenes of disorder and bloodshed and
worse, ends in the complete surrender to
the aspirations of the Finlanders.

When the national crisis was reached,
the Finus were quick to see and wseize
the opportunities, while the atteation
of the government was engrossed in the
«mpire proper. They tied up the rail-
roads, and compelling the members of
the senate to resign, organized a militin
st Helingsfors and practically drove the
Russian gendarmerie out of the city,

They sent a deputation to the gover-
nor general and one to the Peterhol,
demanding a convoeation of the Diet and
the obliteration of the whole Russifi-
eation policy. The situation became so
threatoning that the government was
feompelled to send warships to Heling-
|lnl‘n, were it will arrived tonight. The
{success of the Finish program may in
spire a similar spirit in Poland, but it
will be more difficult to succeed there,
s all vestige of control is merged into a
contral bedy, since the revolution of
1803,

San Francisco, Nov. 4.—The loeal
municipal campaign which is fast draw-
ing to & close has been one of the most
notable in the annals of San Francisco,
For the first time the Republican and
Democratic parties have combined in
the nomimation of a ticket. The fusion
nominee for mayur, is John N, Part-
ridge, (Republican) at the present depu-
ty distric attorney. Opposed to him and
other fusion nominees, who are about
equally divided betweem the two great
national parties is present
Schmitz and associates, on a Union La-
bor ticket,

Registration is the heaviest on record
it is estimated that 75000 vobos will be
polled. Neither side admits the possibili-
ty of defent Betting odds are 612 or 7
to 10 in favor of the re-eleclion of
Schmitz. Voting machines will be used
throughout the city, and it is expected
they will so expedite the counting that
the result will be known early,
